INFORMATION FOR ALL LAW ENFORCEMENT COMPONENTS IN CANADA 
CONCERNING WANTED PERSONS, STOLEN VEHICLES AND STOLEN PRO- 
PERTY. A FURTHER COMPUTER PROGRAM PERTAINS MORE DIRECTLY 
TO THE DRUG PROBLEM AND WILL HAVE UPDATED RECORDS OF DRUG 
SEIZURES INCLUDING TYPE OF DRUG, LOCATION, ROUTES, TYPE OF 
ACTIVITY AND GENERAL COMMENTARY. THE DATA WILL BE FOR- 
MATTED SO THAT CORRELATIONAL ANALYSIS CAN BE READILY 
UNDERTAKEN. A RECENT DEVELOPMENT HAS BEEN THE VIDEO FILE 
PROGRAM WHICH STORES FINGERPRINTS ON VIDEO TAPE. THE TAPES 
ARE CODED SO THAT A COMPUTER CAN EXPEDITE RETRIEVAL AND 
COMPARISON, THEREBY REDUCING SPACE, PERSONNEL AND TIME RE- 
QUIREMENTS FOR THIS TYPE OF ACTIVITY DRAMATICALLY."
